SIR CHARLES TUPPER'S TRIP. 

His Associate in Klondyke Business Will 
Winter In Victoria- Hugh 
John's Position. 

\Vi.\.\ii'ic(; , Sept. 25. — .Sir Glmrlea Tiip- 
per, Bart,, arrived liere this aftoriioonin 
a private car. On the same train was 
Sir Mackenzie Bowell. Both gentlemen 
remain liere till to-morrow or Jlonday, 
when they proceed to British Columbia 
on mining buBiness. Neither would be 
interviewed to-night, but at Rat Portage 
this morning Sir Charles said: "lam 
^oiog through to British Columbia to 
gee certain properties in which I am in- 
terested. ISIr, Morris, our erij^ineer, is 
about to leave for iinfjland in connection 
with iiiinint; matters, On my return ] 
aliall stay several days in Winnipeg and 
then (.oiiie on to I-tat I'ortn^e, where I 
hoiiu to reniHiiieoniB time. I am anxious 
tof,'lc«n ail 1 c:ari of the district anil its 
poHsiliilities, ae f am in a position to do 
im.'iiiK'HS on a lari^e scale." 

Sir Charles is accoiiiiiimicd on his 
trip West by 3Ir. C. .Vsliwortli, of Lon- 
don, Knglnnd, who is associated with 
him in Klondike mining, trading,' and 
transportation. Mr. Ashwortli will 
spend the winter in Victoria, and pro- 
ceed to the Yukon country in thesprinp;, 

Hugh John Macdonald says he knows 
nothing concerning the report that he 
is to become leader of Conservative party 
in Canada. 



She Will Not Submit Her Sealing Interests 
for Olscusaloo Berore a 
Packed Jury. 

London, Sept. 25. — A decided sensa- 
tion has been caused in diplomatic cir- 
cles here by Great JBritaia's notification 
to the United States that she cannot par- 
ticipate in tlie sealing conference at 
Waahingtoa if Kuaaia and Japan take 
part in it. The ofliciala of the British 
foreign office declined to give reaaons for 
this cbanRC of policy, but admitted that 
the Marquis of Safisburv had notified 
tli(3 United States amba.ss'ador of his de- 
cision in this matter, though the pre- 
fliier's decision is not absolute. 

The action of the Mnrqule of Salisbury 
is all the more surprising in view of the 
fact that when Great Britain got the in- 
vitation to take part in the conference 
it was with the full frnowlcdgc that 
Russia and Japan were included in the 
invitation. 

It is known tlie Canadian government 
requested the withdrawal of Great 
Britain from the sea.Unf; conference, and 
the government unwillingly acceded to 
this request in accordance with its policy 
of cultivating tlio friendahip of the 
colonies, even at the risk of offeiidinf; 
the other powers concerned, It ia 
thought in diplomatic circles that Can- 
ada's action in the premises was influ- 
enced by the fear that Great Britain 
would be outvoted by the United States, 
Etiesia and Japan, whose viewo regard- 
ing the protection of seals coincide. 

An ofQcial at the British foreign office 
in an interview this afternoon with a 
repreEentative of the Associated Press 
upon the sealing question, said : "Great 
Britian has not withdrawn, but the dis- 
cussion of the situation will go on with 
tlie United States ambassador here, 
The probable result will be that Great 
Britian will ask that the experts' re- 
ports be submitted to her and she will 
then decide whether or not it ia neces- 
sary to join in the conference. If the 
reports point to some easily remedied 
situation the result can be arrived at by 
agreement between Great Britain and 
the United States without the necessity 
of a conference, whicli was only accepted- 
aa a referendum. In any event it is 
probable that the United States will olj- 
tain aa much as if a conference was 
held."

A TALKATIVE ARBITER. 

Russia's Representative Gives Out in Ad- 
vance Thtit He Sides With 
United States. 

London-, Sept. 2.5.— TJie Pall Mall Ga- 
zette this afternoon publishes a dispatch 
from Paris giving the substanco of an 
interview with Pierre Botkine, formerly 
second secretary to the Raeeian legation 
at Washington, and now Russian dele- 
gate to the Behring Sea conference at 
WaBhington. He is quoted aa saying 
that he does not contemplate any diffi- 
culty in coining to an agreement on tlie 
sealing iiacstion, as it is believed the ex- 
cellent reports of Messrs. Gordon and 
Greebintsky will enable the delegates to 
arrive at a prompt and friendly under- 
standing. 

M. Bolkino expects the conference to 
luHt six weeks, and anticipates the result 
will he tiie signing of a treaty. 

" Tliere is every reason," ho added, 
" why Great Britain and Japan, the 
heaviest dealers in seal skins, should 
come to an agreement with Russia and 
America, in order to prevent the exter- 
mination of the seals.'* 

Throughout the interview M. Botkine 
seems to support the American conten- 
tions, and says America and Russia are 
the powers most interested. 



London, Sept. 25. — The Spectator, ac- 
ceptinu as a fact the report that the 
United States has admonished Spain, 
finds it diOicult to think that war can be 
averted, adding : " Apart from the fact 
that pride and ignorance of the conse- 
(|uences would lead Spain to defy the 
United States, war is probably con- 
sidered to be the best way out of the 
difliculty. Were the government to pro- 
poae the abandonment of Cuba in cold 
blood, it would simply mean handing 
over the country to Don Carlos. So the 
government propoaea to employ Am- 
erica as the surgeon to do the necessary 
amputation, which will alone prevent 
the Cuban gangrene from spreading to 
the reat of the Ijody politique." 

After detailing Spain's iniquities in 
Cuba, the Spectator continuea ; " To pro- 
long war would be a crime, but if 
America choosea to stop ttiese hideous 
crueltiea, all Englishmen should applaud 
and refuse to inquire too narrowly into 
the reaaon which inllucnced her states- 
men in jiutting pressure upon Sj)ain." 

Pieferriog to the objection of patriotic 
Americans to the admission into the 
union of Caban and Hawaii as states, 
and the consequent election of senators 
by degraded populations, the Spectator 
says: "America's duty is tO Stop the 
long agony of Cuba, and if the constitu- 
tion prevents her doing so safely, the 
sooner she amends her constitution so 
that she can hold her new acquisitions 
on a diiTereut footing, the better for her 
and for humanity." 



BItlTAIN'S AHMED FORCE. 

It Commands lh» Respect of Europe But Yet 
Needs to 13e Strenutliciied. 

LoNDo.v, Sept. 25, — The average Brit- 
isher has come to the conclusion that he 
is the arbiter of the fate of I'lurope and 
holds the balance of power. It must be 
confessed that the changed tone of the 
Contimnitnl pol iticiana and newspapers 
from abuse to caress encourages this 
asBumi)tion. f'.:ven Prince Bismarck re- 
cently deprecated theconstant bailgering 
and baiting of Great Britain by German 
statesmen and writers. As matters 
stand, in the event of war the side 
Becuring the assistance of Great Britain 
must win, 

la the meanwhile it is evident from 
the tenor of the speech of Lord Wolseley 
at Glasi,»ow on Thursday last, when the 
freeduiii nf that city was conferreii upon 
liim, and from the remarks made by the 
liarliaiiientary secretary for tlio war 
olfice, Mr. Brodurick, the same ninht, 
that tlie government is preparing to in- 
troduce a scheinu lor a consideriilole in- 
creaeo in the atreniith of tbearmy, wliich 
will probably call for tlie formation of a 
do/.eii additional battalions of infantry, 
and a proportionate addition of cavalry 
and artillery, during the next session of 
parliament. 

The warnings have not been sounded 
too soon. A telling instance of the mil- 
itary weakness of Great Britain was af- 
forded at Aldershot on Thursday, when 
the Second battalion of the Rifielirigade 
left that camp for a tour of colonial 
Bcrvico, including a sojourn at Esqui- 
nialt. "TliouKh nominally a full ballul.on, 
there were only alightiy over 400 men, 
and tlie detachment will have to be re- 
inforced from the First battallion of the 
Bifle Brigade, which is now on its way. 



"AMERICAN LNSULENOE." 

The German Press Would Like to See It 
Checked by a Sound Drubbing. 

BicitLiN, Sept, 25. — The reported Amer- 
ican " ultiiiiatuni " to S|j;iiu bus been re- 
ceived witli prouounced displeasure by 
the entire German press. The official 
denial from Washington ia generally dis- 
believed here and tlie denunciation of 
"jingoism, "Yankee insolence," and 
ridiculing of tlie Monroe doctrine have 
lilled the newapapera. 

The l\reuz Zeitung, in a leader on the 
Forum's article by ex-Secretary Her- 
bert on the Cuban question, condemns 
the policy outlined therein, and con- 
cludes : " If more sober afterthought 
does not dam the Stream of American 
Ciiauvinism, we shall not feel sorry in 
the event that the Americans finally 
reach a sounder judL'incnt relative to- 
their power, i.e., if tliey get a drubbing 
to teacli them that nobody may disturb- 
the peace \s ilh inipuuily." 

Tlie Staats /eitung, another leading 
or(.;an, says ; " A com biiiatiou of all the- 
iMiropean countries ia absolutely necca- 
sary to repulse the Bcliemea of A merit aa 
patriotism and jingoism, as both are be- 
coming more and more insolent," The 
same newspaper claims that Spain has 
been assured of Germany's support ia 
the event of the United States taking 
hostile steps. 

The correspondent of the Associated 
Press here has made inquiries at the 
German foreign ofBce and other quar- 
ters, which show that while Spain has 
approached Germany through her Ber- 
lin oflice repeatedly diirini; the past year 
in regard to tliie, ehi! lias only been as- 
sured ol the moral aympatby of 
Cierinniiy in her ttrnggle to iiuell 
the Cuban iiiHinreiUinii, and of the 
williugneaa of Germ:iny to co-operate 
with the other Liii; powers in re-estab- 
lialiitig by peaceable ineane a better un- 
dBrelaiuling between Spain and t.'ie 
United States is case ecrioua didicultiea 
arise. No other assaraiices liave been 
given to Spain nor is it at all likely that 
Germany will engage to do more in the 
future.

" The people on the trail are really in 
pretty bad ehape, It is hard to eay just 
■what thoy will do. Bkagway itself 
aiuountB to nothing now. Most of the 
people who have not come back are up 
the trail, and the greater part of them 
■ are at the last ford of the Skngway, 
which is just before the sum m it is 
leached. 1 suppose at a conservative 
■estimate there are five hundred people 
in that vicinity. A few of them are at 
the ford; others are back in the timber. 
There ia plenty of lumber tliere, and 
some of the people have begun to build 
'Camps, intending to winter there, This 
-seema to me very poor policy, for it 
would be better to come home than do 
that. You see it ia this way. Suppose 
a person started out on the first of 
AngQBt with a year's provisionB. 
He must allow for lost and 
damaged goods owing to broken 
parcels, rain and other cauBea 
about one-sixth of hia entire outfit o 
proviaioiiB, so that his year's supply ia 
cut down to begin with to enoiit;li lor 
ten months. If he camps in the moun- 
tains he cannot hope to get down the 
river before the last of April, or nine 
niontha after he atarted. He will then 
have only a month's provisions left, and 
to go down the Yukon next April with 
only a month'a supplies is like running 
right into the jaws of starvation. Nor 
will bis condiiion be any better if he 
manages to reach the lakes. In fact, as 
I look at the matter, it is hopeless lor 
those who only took a year's supply of 
provisions and have not got down the 
river yet to think of staying or going 
on

MR. TA'xlTE'S PAST. 

'His Financial 'toperationa in the Conserva- 
tive Camp Related in Court. 

Mo.nt»i:;¥lL| Sept. io. — The hearing of 
the Tarte-Grenier libel caae waa resumed 
todaybefore Judge Wartele. Mr. Tarte 
was' cross-examined by Mr. Oornellier, 
Q,iO., counsel forthe defence. He stated 
that in 1880, in conversation with J. P. 
Wbelan, the latter asked him if be had 
received (6,000 and led the witness to 
believe the money came from 'him. Mr. 
Tarte said : "I employed the money for 
the political purposes of the party which 
I then belonged, from the first to the 
last cent. If ordered to give the names, 
I will do so, but I take full responsibility 
for the transaction. I am in the hands 
of the court. I swear that not one cent 
of that money remained with me. Polit- 
ical men of the time know I helped 
them." The Judge here said it was not 
relevant to the case to know to whom 
the money was paid. 

In reply to a further question, Mr. 
Tarte Bald that the money liad been used 
to pay for the revision of the liata and 
for other legal expenaea. Aeked whe- 
ther it was not true that Mr. Charlebois 
was treasurer of the party and that ha 
had money to pay for the liata, Mr, 
Tarte said he could not remember. Mr. 
Tarte to another question said he had 
not solicited money, uor had bis politi- 
cal friends.

CA}: ADA'S OITORTUSI TV. 

The eyes of the world are on Cnr.mla, 
p.iid there aeeiiis liltlo renson to iloubt 
tluit the time has come for the Dominion 
to begin a career of nuparailelled pros- 
perit}-. Mr. J. Scott Keltie, the chair- 
man of the geographical section of the 
British AsBOciat ion, says that if Europe 
Ijnew of the magnitude of Canada's pos- 
sibilitiee, our population would soon be 
a hundred millions. We have undoubt- 
edly an extent of habitable land that far 
exceeds what moat of Canadians, even, 
imagine. Formerly the impression was 
that all our available territory was an 
exceedinety narrow strip along the 
boundary line, that the Dominion was 
soniL'thin^ like the mathematical delini- 
lionof aline — len(;th without breadth; 
i)i!t now we know that in some places 
the habitable area ia fully a thousand 
miles wide. A few facts on this point 
may be of interest. 

The width of the permanently habit- 
able area west of the Rocky Mountains 
is, according to the observations of Dr, 
Dawdon, fully 800 miles. Its width east 
of the Rockies, according to the report 
of .Senator SchuUz' committee, made 
Bome years ago, is fully 1,000 miles. In 
the longitude of Manitoba the habitable 
belt is sotnewhat narrower, although 
here it will ])rohably be found to be 
fully 700 miles. Dr. Bell's explorations 
around the southern portion of Hud- 
eon's Bay warrant the opinion that from 
the extreme southern limit of Ontario to 
the northern limit of permanent civi 
lized settlement, the distance may be 
more than 1,000 miles. These figures 
embrace a vast area available for settle 
ment. We do not think it an exaggera 
tion to f-ay that there ia in Canada an 
area of 2,000,000 siiuare miles iiuite as 
well adapted for permanent habitation 
as the country between correspondin 
latitudes i:i Europe and between 
those lalitudea in Kurope fully 200,000 
000 [ictiple live. This tremendous fact 
ought not to he loat aiiiht of, for it gives 
us aoint! sort of conception of the as 
tonlshing possibilities of our country. 

We are glad to observe that simul- 
taneously with the enhanced importance 
of Canada in the eyes of the people 
abroad, there ia coming a keener sense 
of its greatneefl at home. Kir Douis 
Davies aaid the other day in ICngland 
that never was there so little annexa- 
tion sentiment in Canada as now. Thia 
is quite correct. There is, indeed, no 
such sentiment in existence. There 
never was much of it, and what there 
was has died out. There lias, however, 
been a diapoaition to shape our policy 
with one eye ujion the United States. 
This ia fast pasaing away, and public 
men of all parties seem inspired by the 
conviction that Canada can hereafter 
afTord to adopt such lines of action as 
she chooses in all things, having regard 
only to her duty and responsibility as 
an integral part of the Empire. 



but ice, exists in that portion of the 
world. Lieut. Peary will undertake his 
next expedition according to plans baeed 
upon the theory that ice extends all the 
way from Greenland to the Pole. The 
idea which prevailed until very recently 
was that the North Rolo might be sur- 
rounded by open water. The strongest 
impetus which this theory received wae 
from the report of Lieut. Morton, who 
was with Dr. Kane on his voyage in 
search of Sir John Franklin in 1853. 
He ascended a mountain on Kennedy 
Channel, and thus described what he 
saw : 

A boundless waste of water stretched 
away toward the Pole. Not a particle of 
ice encumbered its surface, llere was 
a fluid sea, amid continents of ice, 
which seemed to wash the fole itself. 
The eye surveyed at least fifty miles of 
uninterrupted water in a northern direc- 
tion. The temperature was more 
moderate than it was further south. 
Marine birds were common. 

More recent explorers have gone 
conaiderably further north than the point 
from which theao observations were 
made, but it ia wortliy of note that 
this particular portion of the Artie world 
ia practically unexplored, and it does not 
follow that because ice has been found 
north of Greenland, extending to a 
much higher latitude than Mount Parry 
ou which Morton stood and looked out 
over the sea, open water may not bo 
permanently found in the direction in 
which he observed it. 

As a matter of fact only a compara 
tively small portion of the circum-polar 
area has been penetrated by explorers. 
Only two quarters have been at 
all thonnii;hly explored. One of these is 
the northwestern corner of Greenland 
and the other the region around l'"ran7; 
.losef'a Laml. Naneen really explored 
nothing new. He did not get into very 
high latitude until after he had aban- 
iloned his ship. In a general way it 
may bo said that the whole Arctic re- 
gion for a disl,Tiice of eight hundred 
miles from the I'ole ia unknown except 
at one or two points. The discovery of 
the ojien sea by Jackson will certainly 
stimulate exploration. There is reason 
to suppose that this open water may ex- 
tend eastward around the Pole north of 
Asia and that what Morton saw may 
have been its prolongation north of Am- 
erica. It ia all largely a matter of sur- 
mise, but the discovery of ojien water at 
points so widely separated and the fact 
that no one has ever traversed the inter- 
mediate region renders the Buggestion 
probable. 



POLAR EXPLORATION. 

The detailed reports of the Jackson- 
Plarmsworth expedition towards the 
North Pole are interesting chiefly from a 
Bcientitlc point of view, l^xcepting that 
they remove from the map what are 
known as (.iillia Land and King Oscar 
Land and render the existence of Peter- 
mann Land very doubtful, and that 
tiey establish the existence in the far 
North of a large open sea, the story pos- 
sesses very little jjonular interest.

British public men are not yet aBliamed 
toask of a thing: Is it right? It is not 
suflicient for thenx to know that a thing 
can be done, 

As between a Constitution without the 
name of God in it tind a form of govern- 
ment which does every act under a for- 
mula exproBsing tliat it exists by the 
Grace of God, there can be little doubt, 
in the light of history, which ia the bet- 
ter, or which ia likely to be the more 
permanent. It is a fact that the most 
potent of all forces in nation-building 
has ever been the religious sentiment. 
Nothing BO stirs a people to action 
nothing makes them so iiatiout under 
disaster ; nothing renders them so con- 
servative in times of succesa. We could 
not measure, if wo tried, what the effect 
of the words, ' ' Victoria, by the Grace of 
God, Queen," etc., has been upon the 
life of tho nation, or how the words of 
tho National Aiitheiu have moulded tho 
national character. It is a remarkiible 
I thing that the great nation of 70,000,000 
people to the south of ua has not yet 
produced, except in the single instance 
of Mrs. Stowe'a hymn, a national song 
that touches tlio religious instinct. Van- 
tee Doodle is of course mere trumpery. 
The Star Spangled Banner, Uio words, 
we moan, is tho dcilication of the tlag ; 

Jly Country, 'Tis of Tliee," is the 
deification of the nation. When the 
nation wa'3 in despair ; when it seemed 
as though its brief life was going out in 
tho night of the slavcholders's rebellion, 
.Mrs. Slowo spoke. Hfir eyes had "Seen 
the glory of the coiJiing of the Lord," 
and she told the people that their (.iod 
was marching on. It has been said that 
this hymn was worth a hundred thou- 
sand men to the cause of the North. Ae 
one looks over the broad field of the 
great republic there seems on every 
signs of a rising storm. The lesson of 
1861'66 has been forgotten.

A GODLESS NATION. 

It is the boast of a certain class of 
Americana that the name of God does 
not appear in the constitution of the 
United States. That this should be true 
of a document which was the result of 
a movement inaugurated largely by de- 
scendants of the God-fearing Puritans is 
remarkable, and there is possibly more 
significance in it than at first sight ap- 
pears. It implies that the people are the 
irresponsible source of all civil power, 
whence it follows logically that what the 
people do ia rii;bt and thence that no other 
sanction than the public will is needed 
for anything. In other words, the voice 
of the people is not simply the voice of 
a god, aa the Romans used to aay, but 
that it is the voice of the God. We 
think this idea permeates American in- 
stitutions through and through, and that 
it is the weak iioint in them. God was 
not only left out of tho constitution, but 
He is conspicuously left out of all 
the policies of the nation. The United 
States ia a godless nation, in the sense 
that the idea of moral responMbility 
plays no part in determining what shall 
Ijo done in any emergency, This waa 
not always so to tho extent it ia now 
and there waa a tiiiio when the laud 
was in peril, when their prayers went 
up continually. Harriet Beecher Stowe 
voiced the agony of the nation in the 
Battle Hymn of tlie Republic; but 
when peace and prooperity returned the 
people forgot to whom they had looked 
fur deli verant'e. The result is shown 
in the daily record of the nation. The 
growing hostility between classes is the 
direct outcome of this forgetiulness, or 
what ie the same thing, of forgetful 
nesa of the fact that there are other and 
greater reaponeibilites than to achieve 
political aiicceBS — of tliu truth that each 
mail ia to a certain extent hie brotlier'n 
keeiii.'r. Intoxicated with their own 
greatness, drunken with an idea 
of their own importance, the people 
have disregarded the homely rules of 
public virtue; they have recklessly sown 
broadcast over their fair land dragon's 
teeth, from which a terrible harvest 
will one day bo reaped, unless tho ])eo 
pie turn back again to the only true 
principle of national greatness, namely, 
a sense of responsibility to something 
higher than themselves for national oj) 
portunitiea. Rndyard Kipling, in the 
refrain of the .lubilco Rocessional,. ex- 
presses the true basis or; which national 
greatness can bo built: 

" Lord r;oil of Hosts, Ijc with u.s yet, 
" Lest we I'orgct ; lest we forget." 

The story told (jf the (iueen, to the 
oflect that she gave an African prince a 
copy of the Bible, when asked for tho 
secret of England's greatness, is doubt- 
less a pioua fraud ; but it might very well 
bo true, tor unquestionably the great- 
ness of the British ICrapire is due to the 
fact that, in apitoof many imperfections, 
it ia a Chriatian nation. By thia wo do 
not mean that there is an established 
church witli the sovereign at its liead, or 
that a very large proportion of the popu-

BACK FllOM SKASWAY. 

Upwards of One Hundred and Seventy Re- 
turn on the " City of Seattle," 

The steamer City of Seattle reached 
port from the North at noon yesterday, 
carrying nothing save passengers, of 
whom slie broutiht in all over 170 — some 
"dead broke" and disgusted with their 
luck, and others determined on return- 
ing in the spring to make the trip they 
had been forced to abandon for the 
I)resent. Altogether the crowd was not 
a sorry looking lot, and the steamer pre- 
sented somewhat the appearance of an 
excursion boat.

From Col. O. B. Davis, of Spokane, 
■who came down from Dyea on the 
steamer, a number of interesting par- 
ticulars of the great landslide were ob- 
tained, and also an intelligent idea of 
the condition of affairs at Skagway and 
Dyea. Col, Davis has beo«. twice over 
the Dyea trail to Linderinan, for the 
j)urpoBe of finding out personally the 
real condition of things, and as he 
combines keen oljservation with good 
descriptive powers and a pleasant man- 
ner, a very good idea of how matters 
stand waa gatliered in a short converea- 
tion with him as he stood on the outer 
%vliarf waiting for the steamer to start 
for the Sound. 

" It was just one week ago," said Col. 
Davis, " that the catastrophe hap- 
pened near the summit of the Dyea 
pass. It was not a landslide, nor 
was it the slipping of a glacier as some 
have supposed. It was in reality a 
great body of water let loose like the 
bursting of a huee reservoir, and like a 
wave it swept down the steep canyon 
carrying all before it. 

'•For three days before there had 
been heavy rains and this with the 
warm weather had caused countless little 
rills to honeycomb the glacier at the 
summit, while at the same time a nmss 
of water was gathering behind. Sud- 
denly the pressure of this immense 
weight ol water proved too great for the 
weakened ice wall and with a crash it 
burst through and then down it went, n 
frightful torrent sweeping all before it " 
There was only one nuui killed as far 
as Col. Davis knew, Ihouyh manj' men 
escaped with tlieir lives barely, and tents 
and Buppliea in tiie way were swej)! out 
of existence. The one man known to be 
Icilled was Choynski, a brother of the 
iWizB fighter of the same name. 
He had a tent a little above 
Sheep Camp and went to draw 
some «-ater from the .stream just before 
the ice gave way. Pefore ho realized 
what had happened the water with a 
roar waa on him and he was hurled into 
eternity. It was only the huts on the 
edge of the river that were carried away, 
the huge mass of ihd.iris blockini:, j.\m- 
niing ami causing the water to rise Iduh 
onoui;h to KWiej) alonir the banks. .Ari- 
zona Charlie's wife had a womlerfully 
narrow squeak, as she maii:ii;eil only to 
e.seap(.' from the tent in her ni'/blclollies, 
the y. ater striking her and almost cui ry- 
ins! her away before she crawlc<l to a 
hit'lier level up the hiP siiie to safety. 

Dr. Smilli and his, wife, of .Seattle, at 
first reported lost, both escaped with 
their lives. Several tons of pro- 
visions went down in the wreck. 
One of the worst results, how- 
ever, C(d. Davis said would he that 
pestilence would result from the num- 
lier of dead horses that had been carried 
down to the river and would rot and 
lirecd disease. 

" It iiasses my imagination," said Col. 
Davis, "the learfully inhuman treat- 
ment that the )inck horses (111 the trails 
received. Men, after forcing the |)oor 
brutes along to the limit of their 
strength, then turned the poor brutes 
loose to die of starvation. I have even 
seen t hese unfortunate animals feeding 
oil" the dead bodies of other horses. It is 
far more merciful to do what I saw a man 
do the other day. He had a tiue outfit 
of horses, and after he packed his outfit 
to the summit he shot the animalB, pre- 
ferring to mercifully put them out of 
any chance of starvation than to turn 
them over to some brute who would 
treat them with the cruelly that so many 
other men had." 

Speaking of the trails, C.il. Davis con- 
demned the Skagway trail as utterly 
impracticable. The Dyea pass was all 
right supposing a man had tlie outfit 
aud enough means to pay for packing 
over the summit, A man could load up 
his Indian packers at 9 o'clock one 
morning ut Dyea, and by 4 o'clock the 
next day they would be at Lake hinder- 
man, on the other side of the summit, 
A man with $2,000 and 1,000 pounds of 
supplies fiulri get in all right, providing 
he was able himself to stand the trip. 
Or.iv at Pitiilcrman , live men in seven 
da\8 could build iv boat and then v.o 
light through, provided the nverdid nut 
freeze up before Dawson was reached. 
Col. DavU remarked that the Led-

bettor out lit, tliat had contracted in San 
Prancisco to carry [leople through to 
Dawson, had utterly failed. They did 
not evidently understaiui what had to 
bo dune, and there were only a few 
horses ami mulea to take two hundred 
jieoide's supplies in. Consequently these 
unfortunates were scattered along the 
trail, with no chance of getting through. 

The foolishneea of people starting out 
without Bufhcient funds waa instanced 
by a young fellow from New Vork 
named A, II. Hansen, who had managed 
Col, Davis said to get over the divide and 
down to Centre lake with 1,000 pounds 
of provisions, but as he had then only 
.H--5 left and waa obliged to sell out and 
abandon his journey to Dawson, Col, 
Davis aud two or three other pasBengere 
who had joined the group talking ou the 
dock were strong in their condemnation 
of the sensational stories that the San 
l-'rancisco jiapers had about so called 
lyucliings. There had not been one 
single lyching they all averred, though 
there had been a good deal of stealing. 

Two young men from Seattle, named 
Loomia and Hanslow, had got over the 
pass and had proceeded aa far as Windy 
Arm in their boat, when they had 
the wliole thing taken from them. They 
had pulled up for the night and were 
taking back to another camp a few miles 
beliind a few provisions that the man 
there had asked tor. While they were 
gone, a negro who was employed by the 
Seattle men took their boat and their 
wdmie outfit, starting down tlie river, 
leavinc the owners in the lurch. A 
whiteman went in pursuit in a boat, 
vowing vengeance against the colored 
scamp if he caught him.

the flats of the river, a short distance 
from the mountains, were twenty-tive 
or more tents, whose occupants seemeJ 
doomed to certain death. AccordinR to 
a passenger by tlie City of Seattle, one 
man named 15atz heard the rush of 
water as it came thundering; down the 
hills, and raahod wildly throuKh the 
tents, crying; at the top of his voice for 
all to run to liif?h <;rounil. Instantly 
jjeople were aoeu runnini; for their lives, 
there being no time todieaaorto doaiiy- 
thingelse. In the exciteiuunt several had 
many miraculous eacajjes. None however 
had a more exciting escape than Joseph 
Leo, a young man from Seattle. He had 
heard the noise of the rushing water, 
and half naked left hia tent and ran for 
high ground when some of the debris 
Btruuk him. For a moment he was 
dazed and the few minutea it took him 
to get oat of harms vides seemed like 
hours. He had been working in the big 
saloon tent, kept by Higgins and Biit?., 
of Seattle, wherein seven or eight people 
had been sleeping on the floor. 

Leo was a ijaeaenger home on the City 
of Seattle yesterday, and appears to have 
had all the Northern experience he wants 
for many a day to come. 

THE GLACIER JiURST. 

story ol tlie Terrible Wave Tliat Swept 
Away Slieep Camp. 

The stones of the terribleglacier burst 
at the Hiimmitof the Dyea pass show 
that it happened. between Oand 7 o'clock 
last Sunday morning. Tliero was a 
Blight warning, but it; came too late to 
be taken advantage of, except by a com- 
paratively few early risers. Accounts 
differ as to the number killed, but the 
only one authenticated is Choynski, 
though rumors make the missing num- 
ber aa high as fifteen. This is, however, 
considered excessive by those [)uaaL'ngorB 
on the Seattle who knew anytliint; of the 
catastrophe. 

The first warning came from an old 
man rushing down the trail towartis 
Sheep Camp wildly crying to the miners 
to run for tlieir lives. The men had not 
a moment to lose, and had hardly 
reached tlie hillside before the torrent 
came sweeping down the canyon. At a 
jilace where the walls come towards each 
other and the canyon narrows to 
a gorge, the wave is variously described 
at from ten to twenty feet in height. It 
carried boulders as big as freight curs 
and hogsheads, and rocks aa big a^ 
Ijarrels in its teeth. The rocka crashed 
logt^ther with the boom of cannon, and 
with tlie roar of the torrent thundered 
down the valley. 

What ia known as the Stone House on 
the Dyea trail, about a mile from the 
summit, is a liuge solid rock nearly lifty 
feet high and about forty by forty at the 
ba^e, with the top shaped like 
a locif, was struck by the boul- 
ders, carried by the ^rront, rolleil 
over and upriglited again into its original 
position, several hundred feet below 
where it iirst stood. Not a rock in the 
upper canyon was utimov-.d. The 
smaller rocks and pebbles crackeil 
against the sides of the larger ones like 
the rattle of infantry, but the sound was 
almost subdued by the overwhelming 
water. 

On irresistibly poured tlie torrent. A 
moment more and its frothing mouth 
overhung the camp and devoured it at a 
gulp. Seized by the fluid hurricane, tents 
with clasbint! ridge-poles and snapping 
ropes, were swept from the face of the 
earth. The sleepers awoke to lind them- 
selvea immersed. Men, stakes, logs, 
camp stores, sleds, boxes, tinware, 
clothing, frying pans, red blankets, 
kettles, hats, glittering spoons, loaves of 
bread and all kinds of camp utensils 
were held poised on the crest of the 
water and then rolled over and over on 
its surface. The camp was picked np 
as easily as floating down from a thistle. 
How the men, enveloped in their blan- 
kets, ever got out alive even they can- 
not imagine. It was a miraculous 
escape. After the flood liad passed 
they lay choking and gasping on the 
dripping rocks like so many suffocating 
flab. Of the two hundred and fifty and 
more tents, only about one-third re- 
mained. These lay near the foot of the 
mountain, or over on the other side of 
the canyon, out of the course of the tor- 
rent. In five minutes the flood was 
gone, and in fifteen minutes the stream 
had receded to its normal proportions. 

The surviving canijiers met at once, 
organized, appointed large investigating 
and relief corn inittees, and before S 
o'clock tlipse coiniiiitteea were out 
tramping in the path of the Hood at 
work. 

Choyiiirki wag foninl lying near tlie 
Stone lluuae lih.i (ling and dying. His 
body was nearly torn asunder. It wa." 
ao badly lacerated that his clothes had 
to be cut from him. He had betMi 
caught in the centre of the tidal wave, 
tumbled over and over, banged againat 
rocks, crushed by boulders and i)arily 
buried in sand. lie and his partner 
Flynn had come down to the river to 
wash their faces and gel a bucket of water 
to use in preparing hreaiitast. They 
heard a terrible rush, saw the torrent 
upon them and could not escape. 
Choyn.'iki had time only to gasp this out 
bi'fore lie died. 

One report has it that Flynn, Choyn- 
fcki's i)artner, was found three liuiulred 
yards further down on the other aide of 
the canyon lying dead between two boul- 
ders. The body, however, was not identi- 
fied and might be some one else. 

The scattered property was rounded 
U[) and the miners committee allowed no 
one to touch bis own property until it 
had been collected atone place. 

Then each man was allowed to iden- 
tify and take away his own. Nearly 
500 men were in camp at Shee)) Camp. 
All day Sunday the canyon was ex- 
plored for lost tents and other property, 
fliany tents and parts of tents were 
found, but many others have nothing 
left Imt their blankets to cover their 
heads, and still others nothing at all. 
A large number lost everytliiiig they 
had, and after having packed their out- 
lit practically to the foot of the Euinmit, 
must now return homo. One man had 
$700, in an overcoat which was 
wrapped up under hia hia head 
ns ho slept. Ho lost overcoat 
and money. At least fifty other men re- 
ported the loss of money ranging in sums

from iflOO to -tSOO. Not a cent was left, 
'rhe torrent left heaps, bars and hills of 
sand behind, where it is thought the 
money may be hidden, but it_ is too 
much labor and time to hunt for it. 

The cause of the Hood was the break- 
ing down of a gigantic section of a gla- 
cier of ice and snow which 
for years had overhung the 
canyon near the Chilkoot summit. 
The whole mass crashed down the preci- 
pice pushed by a Niagara of water. For 
nearly three weeks it has been raining 
or snowing. An immense (juantity of 
water has fallen, and snow has melted 
in vast volumes more. The prevailing 
weather laas been rain on the coast side 
of the mountains, rain and snow on their 
summits, and snow on the Yukon side of 
the range. It is supposed that a lake or 
vast reservoir accumulated behind or 
under the glacier, and that the pressure 
became so great that the ice and snow 
could not hold it. 

The bridge over the Skagway river 
was washed away on the night before 
the catastrophe on the Chilkoot pass. 

ONLY ONE KILLED. 

A Newspaper Correspondent Says But One 
Man Lost His Life in the Flood. 

Thomas A. Davies, of the Seattle 
I'resa-Times, was a passenger on the 
Seattle. Ho has been in the north for 
some considerable time on newspaper 
work, and on his arrival here furnisned 
the Associated I'resa with a lengthy re- 
])ort. He says that a vast amount oi 
provisions wliich it was supposed the 
avalanche down the Dyea river had de- 
stroyed lias been recovered, the Hood in 
its descent having crushed many of the 
tenta to the ground, but not having car- 
ried them off. The bridges which have 
been washed on both the Dyea and Skag- 
way trails, Mr. Davies says, will be im- 
mediately renewed. In some places the 
Indiana have put down foot logs, but 
these cannot bo used for horses, 
and consecpioutly are not very aer- 
viceable. Mr. Davies says ho made 
careful inquiries of the number killed by 
the avalanche and could not learn of 
any others than Clioynski, though it 
may be that there are two or three 
others. Some claimed that they saw 
what they believed were men clinging to 
bushes as the water swept by, hut they 
were not positive, he says, and therefore 
Mr. Daviea has bis doubts about there 
being any more than the one killed.

MUST HAVE FOOD. 

A Report That Arrivals at Dawson Are 
ForSed to Divide Their Supplies. 

A man named Shepard, who made 
his way to Dyea from Dawson City, re- 
ported there that parties going down the 
liver were behl uj), if , necessary with 
guns, within two hundred miles of Daw- 
son, and their provisions taken away 
from them. Often parties going down 
the river showed light, but the Dawson 
City videttea anticipating trouble 
always got the "drop" on now comers, 
and that was where the gun play came 
i.n. The provisions were always paid for 
in money or gold dust, and then dividetl 
up pro rata among the remaining popu- 
lation. 

Mr. Shepard says that there is as 
great an exodus up the river by the 
overland route to get out of Dawson for 
the winter, aa there is down the river to 
St. Michael's. Hundreds were coming 
behind him as fast as they could travel, 
but he had a great advantage, having 
engaged the Indiana to help him. Ho 
says that many will lieyond doubt 
bo caught on the trail by winter, and 
with insiillicient proviaiona niuat, iierish. 

Typhoiil fever and pueunionia are 
raging more furiously at Dawson. 
Huudreda are ill ; many dying. A num- 
ber of jieople have been taken down with 
these alllictions on the Yukon and com- 
pelled to atop, Mr. Shepard doea not 
see how they can get out of the country 
alive even if they recover from the ill- 
ness. 



JEALOUSY PKO.MI'TS MURDER. 

A Se.-itlle Man Kills a Woman and Then 
Commits Suicide. 

Juat a few nainutes before the City of 
Seattle left Skagway on Monday night a 
double tragedy occurred. Sis weeksago 
a Mrs. Stella Kossuth started in busi- 
ness at Skagway and received consider- 
able financial support from one George 
Buchanan, who furnished her with tlie 
means to erect a buildinp; and in other 
respects showed her marked attention. 
Of late, however, he grew desperately 
jealous, and on Suiulay night became 
frantic because the woman hail received a 
a number of callers. The following day 
he secured the weapon which ended hia 
own and the lady's career. It was 10:;!0 
at night wiien the shooting took place, 
and fifteen minutes later the woman was 
dead from a ballet which entered at the 
back of the head. Buchanan had died 
instantly from a wound in the temple. 

Nearly, il not all, those on board the 
steamer City of Seattle had known 
Buchanan as a resident of Skagway, and 
many remembered him as a former resi- 
dent of Seattle. He was a large man, of 
about forty years of age, and unmarried. 
The woman was much his junior, being 
only 2S. She, too, was from Seattle, 
where until recently she conducted the 
Continental hotel in conjunction with 
her mother, Mrs. Crawford. She bad 
moved to .luneau from Seattle, and from 
Juneau had gone to Skagway. 

FEOM DAWSON CITY. 

Two Victorians Make a Quick Trip There 
and Back. 

Two of the few men who managed to 
make Dawson City this summer and get 
out again are F. Strong and T. J, Col- 
lins. They returned yesterday by the 
City of Seattle, and Mr. Strong gave a 
short account of his trip, in a modest 
way joking over the hardships he had 
gone through. However, as he weighed 
182 pounds when he started from Dyea 
on .June 15 and now only turns the scales 
at 1H» jiounds, it showa what a touirli 
time he experienced. The partnera went 
in light, very much so when it ia under- 
stood that Hour and Ijaking powder 
formed their only suppliea. Their ob- 
ject was to get in ijuickly ami out iigain, 
ao aa to find out the condition of thinga 
and be able to iirotit by a little enter- 
priee thev will go into next ajiring. 

It took Strong and Colliiia juat seven- 
teen daya to make Haweon City, and af- 
ter a stay of three days they started 
liack again and were in time to get the 
steamer at Dyea for Victoria. 

On September 4 they met a Victoria 
party at Linderman lake, Jerry Monk 
and some other men whose names Mr. 
Strong did not know. Capt. Green, of 
Seattle, and his party were also met at 
Linderman on September 2, when four- 
teen boats got away towards the river 
all right. Mr. Strong hearil there that 
three young men, whose namea he had 
not ascertained, had started out in a 
boat from Linderman and got ^afely aa 
far aa the White Horao rapids, where, 
owing to their inexperience in managing 
a l)oat, they atruck a rock, the boat sank 
and two of the men wore drowned. 

Without the least doubt there will be 
atarvation at Daweon City this 
winter, according to Mr. Strong. 
The provisions now there will 
not Butlice for all and still 
people keep coming. There is a 
great quantity of gold in Dawson await- 
ing transportation, but as to how much 
Mr. Strong says it is impossible to find 
out as men are very reticent. Stewart 
river must be turning out well as two 
men from there told liim that for ninety 
milea there was gold to bo found all 
along the river. These men each had 
seventy-five pounds in gold to show for 
their work. It will take plenty of gold, 
however, to winter in Dawson with flour 
i^lOi) a saidc. At Linderman meals can- 
not be purchased for any amount of 
money. 

In the spring Strong and his partner 
will make another trip to Dawson, He 
is a Newfoundlander, and ia sending 
back there for thirty or forty dogs from 
the ancient colony to use in jjiicking. 
These dogs are far ahead of huskies for 
work, saye Mr. Strong, as one of them 
can easily haul 500 pounds ou a tobog- 
gan, while in a lonp; jonrney huskies eat 
up nearly all they carry with them. A 



GOOD PEOaEESS. 

Victorians Who Are Making Splendid Head- 
way on the Northern Trails. 

Cheerful news was brought by yester- 
day's steamer i:oncerning the success of 
\'ictoriana in gelting into the Klondyke 
A fter liiiilding boala at Lake Bennett, 
ttie Shaw party started down the 
lakes on the liStli of last month 
The Spencer and Speed i)artiea 
fidlowed about four daya later anil 
Dr, liichardaou and his party went aeon 
nfterwanla. .Mr. Seabrnok followed on 
September S. Mesara. Casey and Oar- 
mody are at the lakes, and will have 
started in continuation oi their journey 
by this time. The Behnsi'ii party will 
also have reached the lakes by now. 
Messrs. Hurlbnrt, Barfl' and tiray had 
got to the summit, while i\IesBr8. Bryce, 
Baker and othera are to this side with, 
it is said, poor chances of getting 
through. Those who have been in tlie 
teaming business at Skagway and Dyea 
it is expected will return shortly. 

GOLD IN THE LAEDEAU. 

A Promising Strike Made by Three Sons of 
a Nova Scotia Preacher. 

Three Nova Scotia preacher's sons 
are feeling quite well these days over a 

gold strike made by them 8,000 feet 
bbove sea level near the suramitt which 
divides the drainage of the Lardo and 
Duncan rivers. They are the Lade 
brothers — Vincent, James and \Vi 
liam. They also 'have a fourth 
partner, A. £. Gunn. Vincent and 
James Lade have been in Kaslo 
superintending a mill test of two tons 
of the ore, which they hiough down 
with them. The ore is partly free gold 
and partly gold in tellurium. The 
pocket samples that they showed con- 
tained specks of free gold, plainly visi- 
ble, as big as a jiin head. A large tel 
lurido earn phi waa taken to Nelson, 
which was pronounced very remarkable 
by all who saw it. 

These discoveries are generally spoken 
of as at the head of Gainer creek, hut 
are said to be really juat over the diviile 
half a mile above timber line on the 
Duncan river slope, and at the head of 
the west fork of the Duncan river. The 
proposed Kaslo and Duncan River rail 
way would thus paea within eight 
miles ol their claims. The find will 
doubtless stimulate the building of the 
talked of wagon road to the Hall creek 
and Duncan mines. The two tons of 
ore brought to Kaslo for a mill test were 
packed out in sixty sacks, on horsea, 
and shipped via the Arrow lakes and 
Sandon. It has the diaiinction of being 
the first ore shljipeii out of the Lardeau 
region. Other properties, like the Silver 
Cup, are ao far, piling up their ore wait 
ing tor better transportation facilities. 

The Lade brothers have had gold min 
ing experience in Nova .Scotia. In pros 
])((cting this region July L'Dth of this 
year, llieir practiced eyes saw gold aigns 
and they jiroceeded imniediateiy to lo- 
cate their claims. ( )thei' gold signs had 
been noted thereabouts before. Neil 
McFadden had found free gold lloat on 
Hall creek thia year. The Bannockbtirn 
group has produced ore running $8 in 
gold, besides from 50 to (iO ounces in sil- 
ver and 66 per cent. lead. 

The formation of the claims is gray 
slate and seem to indicate a blanket leaS 
under numerous small leads, cross leads 
and flBsures. The vein on the Olive 
Mable is a foot wide and yielded live 
tons from an eight foot shaft, out of 
which the two tons aforesaid were se- 
lected and shipped. This vein runs 
under a glacier a short distance from the 
shaft.

2. Projjer washing tubs, or other recepta- 
cles for holding water and nuitorials for 
washing clothes, shall be provided by the 
owner or licensee of every public wash-house 
or laundry, and every such tub or other re- 
ceptacle slmll be fitted with waste pipes at 
least two inches in diameter, properly con- 
nected with the public sewers or drains to 
the satisfaction of the said Health Oflieer 
er Sanitary Inspector. 

3. The main waste i)ipo sliall not lie less 
than four inchc-s in diameter and sliall, if 
inside the building, be of e.vtra heavy cast 
iron with tittings to correspond ; all branch 
waste pipes from washing tubs or other re- 
ceptacles shall not l)e less than two inches 
ill diameter; every sucli main waste ]>ipe 
shall finish above the main roof of the 
building as a ventilating pipe and shall be 
carried to a height aho\e all surrounding 
openings and windows. All branch waste 
pijics to tubs or other receptacles shall be 
fitted with strainers so that no rags of any 
kind can pass through. 

4. Should suoli nxain waste i)ipe be under- 
ground and outside the l)uilding, vitrilied 
pipe of the size named may be used, except 
the ventilating ]>ipe whicii must be -I-ineli 
staiulard cast iron.

(i. All buililiiiL's iisimI an wasli-liouscs or 
laundries sliall he litted, in addition to the 
above-mentioned pines, with proper venti- 
lating pipes or shafts of galvanized iron, 21 
gauge, of the size of at least 12 inches in 
diameter, which sliall be carried above the 
main roof. The o|iening uf sncli pipe or 
shafl shall be at leasi 10 feet above any 
opening nr wimluw in liie said building, or 
in any adjoining building within ,'iO feet 
of such pipe or shaft so that all steam or 
odours may have free access to the air 
without causing a nuisance to the neighbor- 
hood. 

7. livery tub or otli<-r washing reeepta(de 
shall he liirnished with a luiiid whicii shall 
he placed over and be of suHicient size to 
envelop the same, and shall be connected 
with the main pipe or shaft by a pipe of 
sulticient capacity to catch and convey 
au ay all steam nr odours arising from such 
tuba or washing receptacles. 

8. No wooden or other structure or erec- 
tion shall be erected or constructed on the 
outside of any building used as a wash- 
house or laundry, or on any jjortinn of aiij- 
lot or piece of ground used or occupied in 
connection with any wash-house or laundry 
in any part of ihe Municipality, within 40 
feet of any street or highway, for the pur- 
pose of, or that may be used Ibr, the wash- 
ing, drying or airing in tlie ojien air of any 
clothes, linens or other materials uf a like 
nature. 

9. Every wooden or other structure or 
erection now erected or constructed, or in 
course of erection or const ruction, on the 
outside of any ljuifiiiig. (jr on any lot or 
piece of u'roiniil in any |inrl of the Munici- 
pality, within to fiTt of any sli-eeLoi- high- 
way, for the ]iinpose of, or that nuiy lie 
used for, the washing, drying or airing in 
llie ojien air of any clothes, linen, or other 
materials of the like nature, shall be forth- 
with pulled down and removed by the own- 
er, lessee or occupier, and in the event of 
the owner, lessee or occupier refusing or 
neglecting to pull down and remove such 
wooden or other structure or erection, tbe 
Corporation of the City of \'icioria may 
cause sucli wooden or other structure (jr 
erection to be pulled down and removed at 
the expense of the owner, lessee or occupier 
so refusing or neglecthig to pull down the 
same, and may recover the expense thereof, 
with costs. In like manner as municipal 
taxes, 

1(1. Any person or jiersons or the servaid 
or agent, servants or agents of any person or 
persons, carrying on business of washing in 
any dwelling contrarj' to the provisions of 
this by-law shall be deemed guilty of an in- 
fraction thereof, 

11. This By-law may be cited as the 
■' Wash- House By-law, 1897."

Two Pi'ospcctors Relate Thoir Pro- 
vldeutial Keacue from tho 
Ice Cold Flood. 



A Chaiico Aivakening Gave Them 
AVai'iiiuu Too Late to Save 
Even Tlieir Money. 



Among the paasengerB on board the 
City of Seattle were Sol Berliner of San 
Francisco and George Marks of Loa An 
geles, both of whom had a very narrow 
escape from deatli iu tlie great ava 
laiiciie. 

To understand the nature of the occur 
rence it ia neceasary to remember that 
about two miles from Sheep Oamp and 
about 1 ,500 feet above it is #hat ia uau- 
ally called the Left-Hnnd Crlacier. Be- 
hind the glacier there was a lake. The 
glacier gave way, releasing tlie waters of 
the lake, which came down iu a tremou- 
dous Hood, joining the Chilcoot river at 
.Sheep Camp. Sheep Camp is ou the 
aides of tlio mountain on both sides of 
Chilcoot river. It is chiefly a city of 
tents. The moat pretentions stniccure 
is the Palmer House, a hotel ou the 
south bank of tho river. 

Berliner had a tent near the river 
Imak in wliich ho kept a sort of store. 
There was another tent close to his and 
a little further down river. He telle his 
story as follows: 

"It had been blowing very hard all 
night and for a time I tboagbt the tent 
would be npset. The Btovepipe waa 
blown away and I rose and pat it up. 
It was blown down again and this time 
when I L'ot up I noticed that two logs 
that had laid iu front of the tent the day 
before, were pone. I called out to 
Marks, who waa in the tent with lue, 
tliat tho water must bo rising. Marks 
jumped up and looked out of tho stove- 
pipe hole. He only looked for a few 
eeconds, wheu he called out to me 
to run for my life. Ho jumped 
back to wlioro he had beeu eleepiug 
I looked out of tlio hole aud saw the wa 
ter coming, then 1 sprang out of thodoor 
of tlie tent. It was like iumpiDg into 
water, for in an instant the water was 
up to my ahouldera. Fortunately I waa 
able to catch hold of a big stump that 
stood near the tent door, and I held on 
for all I waa worth. I saw Marks catch 
hold of something and hold on. The 
tents and everything in them were 
swept out of eight in a second. This 
happened at 111 niinntca to 7. I looked 
at liiy watch just aa I got np. 

" Tlio water kept rising and I waa 
afraid t.'iat I would be drowned aa I 
huDg to the fltiiinp, bo 1 set to work and 
witli difliculty climbed to tlie top of the 
stump. In doing so I tore ono of my 
trousers' legaand tho water made quick 
work of what was left, for when I gotout 
I liad nothing on one of my lege, 

" The people in the tents further up 
tbe moaatain side rushed out to ace 
Y>'liafc the matter was, and when they 
saw the position Marks and I were in 
they shouted to us to liold oil and they 
would lielp us. It was jiretty hard work, 
for tho water was frightfully cold. They 
tore the ropes otr their tents aud threw 
me a line. It seemed lioiirs before tiiey 
got the rope to me, although, as the 
whole thing only lasted twenty minutes, 
1 suppoBO it waa not live minutes. 
Meanwhile I was straddling the atump 
more dead than alive. When I cauiiht 
the rope they ahouted to nie to put the 
slip knot around my waist. I did ho, 
let go the atump and they dragged me 
through the water to the shore. I was 
ill horrible shape, but thoy did the 
best they could witii me, and after I cot 
into some dry clothes which thoy man- 
aged to find for me, 1 did not feel very 
much the worse in body for my experi- 
ence. Hut I had lost from $1,L'00 to 
^l,iOO worth of goods and .flOO in money, 
svliich was everything I had in the 
world. 1 came out of the tiling in pret- 
ty bad shape, l-'very liit of clothing I 
had in the world was carried away or 
else BO destroyed aa to be of no use. 

"I can't tell you what tho avalanclie 
looked like. There waa a great Hood of 
water, carrying tents, trees, stumjis, 
\of,9, ice, rocks and merchandiee. It was 
an awful eight. I thought I saw a man 
and woman go down on one of the tents, 
and there waa a report that Dr. 
Smith and his wife were drowned ; 
but I believe they were reported

We made inquires as to 
who were missing, and my belief is that 
not more than four or five people at the 
most were killed, but as I have aaid I 
can only speak positively about Choy naki 
and Kearns. I don't know who Kearna 
waa or how his name was spelled; but it 
Bounded aa though it ought to be spelled 
the way you have it there." 

George Marks' story WB8 the same as 
that told by Berliner, except in regard 
to Ilia experience with the flood. When 
ho liad looked out the atovepipo hole 
and saw tho water coming, which he 
says waa tho moat awful eight ho ever 
witneasod, lie jumped back to where he 
had been aleeping to get his coat. 

" All my money, .tlioO, waa in ray coat 
pocket," tie aaid, "and I felt I muat 
aavo that. I got hold of the coat, and 
the next thing I knew the tont waa 
gone and I was in water up to my neck. 
I graaped the lirat thing I saw, and it 
proved to be tho ropo of tho 
adjoining tont. I caugiit it with ono 
hand. It yielded a liltlo, and I thought 
it waa all up with mo, when the rope 
tightened and 1 hung there by one band 
in tho water, which was as cold as ice 
and tossed me about like a straw. 1 
still held on to my coat with my other 
hand, but the drag of the water on it 
made it very hard to hold. Aa the if^uO 
waa everything I owned, I did not feel 
like giving it up; but my grip on tlie 
ropo was j;rowing weaker, and I saw it 
was a caae of my money or my life, so 1 
dropped tho coat, which was out of 
sight in an instant, and grabbed tho 
rope with both hands. I saw the people 
pull Berliner ashore, and then they be- 
gan to throw the ropo to mo, but did 
not succeed very well. I waa get- 
ting ao cold that I expected every 
moment that I would have to 
let go the tent rope, which by 
thia time waa beginning to give way, aa 
the water undermined tho atump to 
which it waa tied. I thought all was 
over with me when I felt my feet strike 
the ground. At that moment the rope 
reached me. I had no sooner seized it 
than the stump to which the tent rope 
was attached was torn away and 
whirled out of sight. By a hard struggle 
I got the nooae on the rojie around nie 
and then they pulled me ashore like a 
log. Wheu I got out of the water my 
hair, eyea, nose, month, ears and clothes 
were full of aand. Tho men rualied me 
into a tent, where there waa a little lire 
and every one gave mo what clothes he 
could spare. 1 waa pretty well used up 
and every ono said that I had about as 
close a call for niy life aa any one could 
have and escape. 

"I did not see anyone carried down in 
the tent. I aaw tho tent on whicli Ber- 
liner aud aomo others thought they esw 
the inau and woman, but^ it waa some 
distance oir and I could 'not tell what 
was on it. There was a naasg of some- 
thing, I dpii't know what," 

Richard Wilson, of Portland, waa an 
other eye witness of the avalanche, lie 
waa kneeling on the ground trying to 
boil eoiiie coll'ee over a very ]ioor lire iu 
front of the " Palmer House," when he 
heard a report like a dynamite explo 
sion. 

" I did not think anything of it," he 
said, "for they had been exploding 
ilynainite over at Skagway all the day 
before; but Boon there came a rushing 
noise, and turning round I aaw the moat 
terrific eight that ever met my eyes 
The whole face of the glacier aeem to 
have burst out and thousands of tons of 
debris of all kinds came whirling down 
tho mountain aide. There is no use in 
my trying to describe it. It was all over 
ill a very few minutes, but the rush 
while it lasted waa aimply awful, I do 
not know how many [leople were killeil, 
I had only come up to the camp the night 
before. 1 know about Clioyneki and 
Ivearne, but that ia all. The people did 
not think that more than three or four 
at the most were killed, and perhaps 
only two." 



HANKS ISLAND MINE. 

From an Iron Capping; the Ledge Gets 
Gradually Richer in Copper 
and Gold. 

JlessrH. A. T. Donaldson, A. Smith 
anil K. (.i. Pell, who have just returned 
from develoi)ing a minimx jiroperty in 
which they have a jiart ownershij) at 
Banks islatid, are very well satielied with 
the allowing of mineral made for their 
aeason's work. They started in on 
March H, and aa already mentioned in 
yesterday's issue retvirned home on the 
Princess l.ouiee. The Banks Island 
liiiue has tor a long time boon known to 
have a great body of iron pyrites, and 
t he reason work was started tliia year 
was to get out a small shipment for test- 
ing in the chemical works to find out if 
tho ore was suitable for the manufacture 
of sulpliurii! acid. Mr. Donaldson, how- 
ever, ia now aatislitd that the mine will 
develop into a rich copper-gold projierty. 
The vein, which is covered with an iron 
capiiing, ia at least lifty feet 
wiilo (jii the outcroii, and is exposed 
liyacrciik which jiarlly cuts il away. 
1 L in only illiil feet from suit water and 
coiiseiiuently eliipping will he very 
cheaply accomplislied. The parly sank 
5(j feet on tho ledge and drifteil lo feet 
more with tho result that from iron and 
a little copper on the surface the copper 
came in much stronger aa the shaft went 
down, the samples brought out show ing 
about B per cent, copper. Thia carriea 
gold, and while the capping ia not yet 
cut through entirely, it eeems to point 
to a richer vein below. In fai t M r. 1 )on- 
aldson ia quite confident that the mine 
will turn out very rich.
